WASHIN(;T()N (AF) - Secre­ 
tary of Defense lyielvin R. Laird 
pledged today that if the Paris 
peace talks fail to end the con­ 
flict in Vietnam. “ We will have 
an alternative as far as the war 
is concerned other than the 
present conduct.” 
Re did not say what that al­ 
ternative would be 
Laird made that statement 
after Sen .1, W Fulbright. D- 
Ark , shifted the course of a 
Senate hearing away from the 
hotly contested antiballistic mi.s- 
sile (ABM ) system with a cri­ 
tique of Ni.xon administration 
handling of the Vietnam war. 
Fulbright .said the question of 
armaments and their control is 
linked with that of the Southeast 
.Asian conflict, 
“ Isn’t it possible, Mr Secre­ 


tary'. to realize that we are not 
now and never have been win­ 
ning this w a r h e asked Laird 
“ If this administration contin­ 
ues and escalates this war in 
Vietnam, it will soon be Mr 
Nixon's war. ” the senator said 
“ I would just like to say that 
this administration is commit­ 
ted to end the war in Vit^tnam, ” 
l.aird said “ We are presently 
engaged 
in 
very 
important 
peace talks in Paris 
Then he declared: 
“ I want you to know that we 
are hopeful that we will be suc­ 
cessful in the talks 
but if we 
are not successful, and we pray 
for success. 1 can a.ssure you 
that we will have an alternative 
as far as the war is concerned 
other than the present conduct 
of that war ” 


Laird denied that the adminis­ 
tration dropped the old Sentinel 
missile defense project because 
of public protests, insisting trial 
the change came “ because we 
have a better system. ” 


Laird said discussion of a

Severe Losses in Battle 


SAIGON (AP) - The Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
smashed 
American 
b a s e s 
with renewed fury today, hitting 
them with rockets, mortars and 
infantry assaults that caused .se­ 
rious casualties and losses of 
aircraft, vehicles and fuel. 
In one of the heaviest series of 
blows since the opening of the 
spring offensive 27 nights ago. 
enemy rockets and mortars hit 
65 allied bases and towns, and 
infantry a.ssaults ripped into 
three of the bases 
It was the largest number of 
attacks since last Friday, when 
70 bases and towas were hit. 
All of the enemy infantry at­ 
tacks were on American bases 
along ihe northwest approaches 
to Siiigon. 'between 31 and 51 
miles from the capital. Twelve 
Americans were killed and 47 
wounded, while known enemy 
los.ses 
were 
38 
dead. 
F.S. 
spokesmen said. 
Ten of the .Americans were 
killed and 28 were wounded in 
one attack on an artillery base. 
Spokesmen said only five ene­ 
my bodies were found after an 
estimated 400 North Vietnamese 
attacked the F\S. 1st Air Caval­ 
ry Division s Fire Support Base 
White behind a 150-round mor­ 
tar 
barrage. 
However, 
the 
.Americans said 
many blood 
trails and drag marks were 
found, 
indicating the enemy 
took a niimbiT of wounded and 
dead 
with them when they 
pulled back toward the Cambo­ 
dian border at daybreak. 
The attack began shortly be­ 
fore 3 a.m. when mortars, ba­ 
zooka-type rockets and small 
arms hit the .American camp 50 
miles northwest of Saigon. The 
250 Ameri(‘an troops called for 
help, hurriedly donned their gas 
masks as the North Vietnamese 
fired tear gas grenades, and 
turned the ba.se s eight 105mm 
and 155mm guns on the enemy 
positions. Helicopter gunships 
fired rockets as one of the 
camp s a guns illuminated the 
enemy batteries with flares. 
All the Americans killed were 
victims of the bombardment. 
Six were membt'rs of a mortar 
platoon trying to hit the enemy 
mortars. The other four were ri­ 
flemen in a bunker that took a 
direct hit

Two infantry assaults were 
made on the south and east 
sides of the base within 90 min­ 
utes. but they were small, offi­ 
cers said. Thirty enemy troops 
were repulsed in the first thrust, 
while 15 to 20 North Vietnamese 
failed to find an opening in the 
second assault. 
Only 12 of the 28 Americans 
wounded had to be evacuated. 
The rest were treated and re­ 
turned to duty. 
The base is one of Tour artil­ 
lery and patrol camps along the 
southern edge of the Viet Cong’s 
War Zone which impede the en­ 
emy approach to ^igon from 
the northwest. 
White Base is just north of the 
Michelin 
rubber 
plantation 
where more than 10,000 Ameri­ 
can troops and scores of tanks 
are trying to root out an esti­ 
mated 7.500 North Vietnamese 
threatening Saigon. U.S. intelli­ 
gence officers said the purpose 
of the attack on the base appar-

Religion 
In China 
Is Dead

NEW YORK (AP) - After 
surviving, at least partially, for 
more than a decade and a half 
under the heavy- pressure of 
Red rule, religion in mainland 
China today is dead in its insti­ 
tutional forms. 
That is the conclusion of 
church experts who piece to­ 
gether the available fragments 
of information on conditions in 
that vast, semiclosed country of 
blanketing totalitarianism. 
Outwardly, they say the last 
vestiges of Christianity, Islam 
and the ancient faiths of Buddh­ 
ism and Taoism have been 
wiped out. 
“ Organized religion ” no longer 
exists in China, says the Rev. L. 
La Dany. a Catholic editor of a 
Hong Kong newsletter. But he 
adds that “ religious belief” still 
persists among an unknown 
number of Chinese people. 
In other Communist states, 
religious groups have managed 
to 
continue 
functioning, 
al­ 
though usually under sharp lim­ 
itations. This also was the case 
in China at least until 1966. 
But since the wave of violence 
of the cultural revolution that 
swept the country at that time, 
the last remnants of religious 
activity apparently have disap­ 
peared. 
That upheaval brought “ an 
end to external manifestations 
of all religions, ” Father La 
Dany writes in the Jesuit week­ 
ly. 
America. 
Bibles 
were 
burned, temples and churches 
wrecked or sealed 
When Mao Tse-tung came into 
power 20 years ago. there were 
about two million Catholics and 
a million Protestants among 
China's more than 600 million 
persons. Most others espoused 
Buddhism, Taoism and the old, 
ethical code of ('onfucianism. 
About 10 million were Moslems, 
Through the ensuing years, all 
religious activity was brought 
under rigid state control and 
rising intimidation, Mi.ssionaries 
were expelled or imprisoned 
and contacts completely cut off 
with churches elsewhere. 
Catholics, in order to continue 
their worship, were required to 
openly repudiate allegiance to 
the Pope and become part of a 
separate 
“ Patriotic 
('atholic 
Church, ” set up in 1957, Those 
who refused to disavow Rome 
were imprisoned 
But 
even 
the 
“ Patriotic 
Church. ” coasidered by many

For Everyone to Review

The policy of not disclosing 
budgetary details publicly has 
been a long-standing practice in 
the ('atholic ('hurch Most lYo- 
testant and Jewish biKlies his­ 
torically have maintained open 
financial accountings.

their financial accounts avail­

One independent group, the

In contrast. Occidental has offered to slash prices 
both to civilian consumers and the arm ed forces. 
This almost surely would compel the other oil 
companies to give up part of their windfall, too. 
Result all the other oil companies have ganged up 
angrily to block the Occidental proposal. 
Shell oil. for example, bitterly charged that 
occidental's windfall in imported crude oil would 
reach $65 million m the first full hear of the 
Machiasport operation. Looked at another way . this 
was a startling admission from shell that the import 
program is a trem endo us bonanza for companies 
fo rtunate enough to have oil import q uotas. 
Approval of the Occidental deal is supposed to 
come from the secretaries of commerce, treasury 
and defense who. together, comprise the foreign 
trade zones board In the past, their alternates have 
made the decLsions. which have been ratified 
routinely by the busy cabinet officers over the 
phone 
The alternates, acting on the merits, voted a few 
weeks ago in favor of establishing a foreign trade 
zone at Machiasport The oil ty coons immediately 
got hold of .Agnew and reminded him of his October 
21 pledge True to his word. .Agnew spoke to Stans 
who. as co m m erce secretary , is chairman of the? 
foreign trade zones board 
Instead of accepting the decision of the alternates. 
Stans called an unprecedented meeting of the board. 
For the board to overrule the alternates, however, 
would have caused some awkward publicity So the 
last minute.

Easter 
I'hristians agreed long ago that Easter 
should be celebrated as a day of joy . but ftxing its 
date has proved a vexing problem 
Through the 
centuries Chrisliaa> in different areas have cele­ 
brated Easter on different day s. 
Secular groups have long urged that Easter fall on 
the same date every y ear, or at least within a smaller 
time range .At present the date may come any w here 
within a 35-day period from March 22 to April 25. 
This variance affects school holiday s and even the 
flow of trade, especially in wo men s clothing. 
The Council of .N’icaea in .A D 325 declared that 
Easier must be c*elebrated by Christians everN'where 
on the Sunday following the 14th day of the full 
Moon dollowing the spring or vernal eq uinox. 
Because communications were then primitive, 
news of each y ear's spring eq uinox could not reach 
the far corners of Christendom in time for Easter to 
be celebrated on schedule 
Hence attem pts were 
made to fix Easter by means of cy cles of y ears when 
the changes of the Sun and .Moon would be repeated 
But this resulted m mo re confusion, and to 
complicate matters further, the calendar y ear was 
advancing ahead of the solar y ear So Po pe Gregory 
XIII 
reformed 
the calendar 
in 
158 2 
and 
the 
astro no mer Clavius prepared tables by means of 
which Easter might be determined 
These tables are still used to set the date for 
Easter 
In fact 
Easter can be calculated as far 
ahead as A D 8 49 9 bv means of Gavius' tables

DF]AR DR LAWRF]NC!E: I alway s seem to get 
sore gums during my menstrual pericxl. Your 
comment will be appreciated. — Fl.B. 
ANSWER; Some women, during their menstrual 
period, show an increased tendency to “ so re gum s.” 
It's not uncommon for gums to swell, bleed easily 
and be painful. Sometimes canker sores appear 
These sy mptoms are usually mild and of short 
duration, 
coinciding 
with 
the 
length 
of

menstrual period However, so me wo men say they 
begin some day s prior to the onset of m enstruatio n 
and become most severe during it. 
Secondary 
gum 
infections 
may 
extend 
the 
duration and severity of “ menstrual gingivitis ' This 
is particularly so in mouths 
that have not had 
regular dental care or good home care, and those in 
which there are broken-down teeth, large cavities, 
rough margins of fillings and poor fitting crowns, 
bridges and partial dentures. 
MeiLstrual gingivitis can be classified with o ther 
related 
gum 
inflammations 
that o ccur during 
puberty , pregnancy and menopause. In all these the 
conditioning 
mechanism 
is 
believed 
to 
be 
a 
hormonal imbalance 
Women who take the “ pill” might ask if similar 
gum inllammation occurs. I'm not aw are that a 
study of this has been made but it’s reaso nable to 
assume that changes in vaginal mucosa is mirro red 
to some extent by like changes in oral mucosa. 
Treatment is often dependent on reducing or 
eliminating causes of secondary or superimpo sed 
inlection. It s important for these w o m en to get 
regular dental care and prophy laxis and good ho me 
care 
brushing after meals. A well-balanced diet 
also play s a role in mitigating gingivitis. 
A patient once told m e that when she was little, 
she and her girl friends thought that the dentist 
could tell if they were in their m enstrual period by 
looking in y our mo uth.” This is, of course, not so 
Only when a patient volunteers the information can 
gum inflammation be linked with the menstrual 
cy cle.

Black Student Union Strike Ends

SAN FRANCISCO (AI^i - 
The Black Students Union has 
called quits on a strike which 
disrupted the San Francisco 
State College campus tor 4*2 
months, with frequent violence 
and 700 arrests. 
The end was signaled by two 
leaders of the walkout—Union 
Chairman Benny Stewart and 
Jerry Varnado—in an unherald­ 
ed announcem ent Thursday at 
the school cafeteria. 
Dr. S. I. Hay akawa. acting 
president, said he would detail 
terms of the settlement today . 


The strike -led by nonwhite 
students—began Nov. 6 with up­ 
wards of 2,000 marchers. But 
support declined steadily at the 
16,000-student campus during 
the past two months, which saw- 
several tire bombings, window 
breakings 
and 
confrontations 
with police. 
A major remaining obstacle is 
the demand by some Negro fac­ 
ulty m embers and administra­ 
tors, the Black Students Union 
and the Third World Liberation 
Front that Dr Nathan Hare, a 
Negro, be retained as head of 
the black studies department.

Hostages Escape 
After Two Hours 


KANSAS O TY. Kan. (AP) - 
“ He said he’d rather be killed 
than go back to the peniten­ 
tiary,” a young housewife said 
Thursday after she and her in­ 
fant son got away from their 
home where an escaped convict 
had held them prisoner for two 
hours. 
Police renewed their search 
for Von Greathouse, 25, who 
also escaped from the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. David L. Griffith 
before the residence was sur­ 
rounded by police from both 
Kansas Citys—Kansas and Mis­ 
souri. 
Mrs. Linda Griffith, 23,^ said 
Greathouse emerged from the 
basement of their two-story 
brick and frame duplex about 
8 a. m. Thursday after her hus­ 
band left for his job as a speech 
therapist at a Veterans Adminis­ 
tration hospital 
“ Don’t get excited lady,” she 
quoted the convict as saying. 
“ Do as I say and you will not 
get harmed.” 
Mrs. Griffith, slim and attrac­ 
tive with close-cut light brown 
hair, said Greathouse told her 
he used a knife to open a base­ 
ment window in the house after 
escaping Wednesday night from 
a guard at the University of 
Kansas Medical Center two 
blocks a wav 


“ I offered to fix breakfast for 
him, but he said he didn’t want 
any,” 
Mrs. 
Griffith 
related 
calmly. 
“ He just sat around reading 
the paper and talking. He didled 
on the piano a little—said he’d 
always wanted to learn to play 
one.” 
The housewife said Greathouse 
told her he wanted to stay in 
the house, situated a block from 
the Missouri line, until about 4 
p. m., when some friends would 
pick him up. He told her a pri­ 
vate plane was waiting to take 
him out of the country. 
Mrs. Griffith said the fugitive 
tried to make friends with her 
16-month-old son, Mark, but the 
child would not go near Great­ 
house. 
“ I told him children have a 
sixth sense about people.” she 
smiled. “ I just couldn’t resist 
saying that.” 
About 10 a. m., Mrs. Griffith 
said, she received permission 
from her captor to wash some 
clothes in the basement. On her 
second 
trip downstairs, she 
bolted out the basement door, 
taking her son with her. 


Greathouse entered the prison

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
said Thursday the modified Sen­ 
tinel antiballistic missile de­ 
fense could be put on the bar­ 
gaining table in any negotia­ 
tions with the Soviet Union on 
possible strategic arms limita­ 
tions. 
But the defense chief said he 
did not believe the Soviets could 
be expected to agree to a freeze 
on their antimissile work if the 
United States scrapped Sentinel 
plans in advance of the talks. 
The comments came as Laird 
and other top Pentagon officials 
opened the Nixon administra­ 
tion’s arguments in favor of the 
multibillion dollar Sentinel sys­ 
tem. 
Laird told an afternoon ses­ 
sion of the Senate Arms Serv­ 
ices Committee he believes the 
Sentinel program “ in no way in­ 
terferes” with talks now being 
proposed with the Soviets, who 
he said are proceeding to build 
huge new missiles and deploy 
Polaris-type submarines. 
Sen. Edward W. Brooke, R- 
Mass., asked Laird whether the 
“ safeguard” 
Sentinel 
plan 
would be negotiable with the So­ 
viets. “ Yes it is,” the defense 
chief responded. 
Laird said he was unable to 
report on the prospects of arms 
limitations discussions but he 
said the matter is being handled 
at levels below President Nixon. 


Time and again, Laird re­ 
ferred to the U.S. antimissile 
plan as a “ building block to­ 
ward peace” and said it should 
give the Soviets added incentive 
to seek an arms agreement. 
Laird argued that the Sentinel 
is needed to protect the Ameri­ 
can nuclear missile and bomber 
forces in the face of the Soviet 
buildup. 
Sen. Stephen M. Young, D- 
Ohio, an ABM opponent, de­ 
manded to know why antimis­ 
sile plans could not be deferred 
two or three years in view of the 
fact the United States already is 
throwing $2.6 billion each month 
into the war in Vietnam. 
Laird’s 
deputy, 
David 
R. 
Packard, said that because of 
Soviet missile 
improvements 
and the emerging Red Chinese 
nuclear threat “ We decided we 
could not afford to delay.” 
Laird acknowledged the Senti­ 
nel system cannot protect the 
United States against a deter­ 
mined Soviet missile assault but 
he said it would provide a gen­ 
eral umbrella against a light 
Red Chinese attack, or against 
accidental missile launches. 
He told the panel the present 
Sentinel program provides no 
basis for a future “ thickening” 
which would involve the costly 
addition of far more missile in­ 
terceptors. 
At one point Young criticized 
the decision to place antimis­ 


siles around only one city— 
Washington, D.C.—and asked 
whether 
that 
was 
because 
Washington “ doesn’t have any 
senator

make an outcry against this ' 
Laird said Washington is the 
national command center but he 
said its defense would have to 
be approved by Congress. 
Laird said that while Sentinel 
would provide light protection 
against nuclear missiles, 
its 
chief value would be preserving 
the American strike-back capa­ 
bility and thus deterring any en­ 
emy from starting a war in the 
first place. 
At the morning session Laird 
said huge new Soviet mLssiles 
and 
Polaris-type submarines 
could threaten america's nu­ 
clear force in the mid-1970s. 
“ The way to protect our peo­ 
ple is to protect our deterrent 
force.” Laird declared at a gen­ 
erally friendly hearing of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit­ 
tee. His testimony was broad­ 
cast live by radio and television. 
The panel opened to the public 
what had been scheduled as 
closed testimony on the multi­ 
billion dollar Sentinel program 
one day in advance of Laird's 
appearance before a more hos­ 
tile Senate foreign relations sub­ 
committee. 
Laird’s first critical question­ 
ing came from Sen. Stuart Svm- 
ington, D-Mo.

Tunisia's Bourguiba: Voice 


Of Reason in the Mideast

In the volatile Middle East conflict there is still time 
for objectivity and moderation despite the escalation of 
Arab terrorism. 


.Another round of a major Arab-Israeli conflict is not as 
imminent—or inevitable—as those now pushing for an 
‘ imposed peace” by the great powers seem to believe. 
These are some of the conclusions reached by Samuel 
Merlin, director of the Institute for Mediterranean Affairs 
in New York, who has a new book entitled “ The Search for 
F^eace in the Middle East.” 


President Nixon’s foreign policy advisers and the Rus­ 
sians—if they really want to stave off a second wave of 
warfare—will do well to read carefully Merlin’s study of 
the complex political, social and cultural problems that 
keep the Middle East in perpetual turmoil. 
Although a citizen of Israel and a former member of 
Jerusalem ’s parliament (Knesset), Merlin sees the Arab 
statesman, Tunisia’s President Habib Bourguiba, as one 
of the Moslem leaders likely to hold the key to Arab- 
Israeli negotiations. 
Not that Bourguiba knows the secret of instant diplo­ 
macy. An Arab nationalist, he can hardly be suspected of 
pro-Israeli sympathies. But he is one of an influential group 
of Moslem leaders who counsel moderation in the Middle 
East. 


Unlike F^resident Nasser of Egypt, he believes the con­ 
ception of a Pan-Arab nation stretching from the I’ersian 
Gulf to the .Atlantic is an illusion. 
‘‘.Arabism,” in Buurguiba’s view, will succeed only after 
it casts off “ its backward-looking, negative and destructive 
forces” and turns to a progressive and humanistic vision 
blended with Western civilization. 
Bourguiba startled the militant Arab leaders in 1965 
when, during a tour of the Middle East, he told a gather­ 
ing in Jordan that the existence of Israel is a fact of life 
and a historic reality. 
He also told the I^alestinian refugees: 
‘The policy of all 
or nothing brought us only defeat in F^alestine and the .sad 
situation in which we find ourselves today. " 
He warned that it was a grave error to reject compro­ 
mise. 


Nas.ser castigated Bourguiba as a ‘traitoi" and Tunisia 
was eventually forced to resign from the .Arab League 
But Tunisia's president, despite repeated attempts on 
his lite by .Arab terrorists, continues to advocate a policv 
of moderation in the Middle East 
His cautious oflfer of his good ofTices to bring together 
representatives of Israel and Palestinian .Arabs for peace 
negotiations has so far not been heeded. .Merlin says, add­ 
ing. “ But the day may not be far off when both parties 
will avail themselves of this opportunity.” 
In M erlin’s view, enlightened Moslem statesmen like 
Bourguiba. in co-operation with the Moslem leaders ot 
Iran and Turkey, are in a much better position to influence 
model ate .Arabs in Egypt and Jordan than the big pow ers 
or even the L’nited .Nations, 
They, too, may fail 
But they must no longer be ignored 
in forging what F^residenf .Nixon calls ’’an acceptable set­ 
tlement ’ oi the .Arab-Israeli dispute.

When Drugs Are Needed

Q — I am ta king Hydropres, Diuril and reserpine 
for high blood pressure. What are their side effects? 
A — Since Hy dro pres is a combination of 
Hydrodiuril and reserpine, I wonder why you are 
taking all three. The side effects of Diuril include 
nausea, diarrhea, dizziness and a rash. Reserpine 
may cause drowsiness, headache, nasal congestion, 
dry mouth and blurred vision. 
Q — Fo r sev era l mo nths I have been taking 
Hygroton to control high blood pressure. I am also 
taking Etrafon prescribed by a different doctor. Are 
these two drugs compatible? 
A — Altho ug h these two drugs — the first a 
diuretic and blood pressure reducer and the second 
an antidepressant — are compatible they should be 
taken only with the full knowledge of your physician 
and regular follow-up examinations by him. 
Q — My do cto r 
says my blood pressure is 2 50-110. 
He has prescribed Salutensin. What is it and what 
are its side effects? 
A — This drug is a combination of a diuretic, 
blood pressure reducer and tranquilizer. Its side 
effects include weakness, fatigue, dizziness, cramps, 
nausea and diarrhea. 
Q — Will drinking white vinegar bring a high 
blood pressure down? 
A — Vineg a r, if used, should be taken sparingly. It 
is not of any particular value in reducing blood 
pressure but your doctor knows some drugs that are 
Q — My blo o d pressure 
is 16 4-8 4. My doctor is not 
eiving me any drug but he has me on a salt-poor diet. 
Will eating garlic bring my blood pressure down’’ 
A — No , although many persons apparently think 
so. Stick to your low-salt diet. 
Q — Wl^n so meo ne approaches me to make 
conversation I get all chocked up, my throat gets dry 
and I shake ail over. How can I overcome this? 
A — When a n a dult shows personality traits
